T he state highway patrol and 
the Duncannon telephone operator 
warned residents of the Amity Hall 
section to be on the alert for the a r­ 
rival of the ice pack at the junction 
of the two rivers. 
Ralph H Homsher, of the depart­ 
m ent of forests and waters, said 
th a t Hie danger may not be severe. 
but it could not be determ ined. The 
warnings were sent out only as a 
caution. 
In the meantime a falling river 
stage at Harrisburg sent the Sus­ 
quehanna river down to 8.81 feet, 
and a forecast of fair and colder 
w eather for today gave officials here 
no indication of a general break in 
the ice.

‘Bearded K night of Hope” of the 
Sac Paulo revolt of 1924 had been 
seized. Barron killed himself. 
The youth had been held in jail 
since January, accused of playing an J 
im portant part in last November’s 
revolt under Prestos by operating a 
clandestine wireless set with which 
Gals went out to Leftists in n o rth ­ 
ern provinces to revolt. 
The out­ 
break was short but violent before 
it was suppressed by the govern­ 
m ent. 
Shows Spot on Map 
After “persistent questioning,” po­ 
lice said. Barras called for a m ap 
of Rio de Janeiro Wednesday and 
put his finger on the spot in th e 
Meyer district where he said P res­ 
tos and a blond woman nam ed “•Ol­ 
ga” sought refuge tliree m onths ago. 
Authorities had told the United 
States embassy th a t if Barron would 
tell them where Prestos could be 
found they would free hint to return 
to the United States. 
Prestos had been living in exile 
since leading a rebel column through 
the jungles and into Bolivia in 1924, 
after Ute revolt failed, until he re ­ 
appeared last fall to direct the up­ 
rising authorities stated.
